H ouse to-day a favorable report was made 
on M orrow's resolution instructing the Sec 
retary of the Treasury to report w hat 
service of relief can be rendered by the rev­ 
enue cutter service to Am erican whaling 
vessels wrecked in B ehring Sea and the 
A rctic Ucean. T he resolution was agreed 
to. 
T he general pension bill, carrying an ap­ 
propriation of Sbl.,707,500, was reported and 
placed on the calendar. 
T he Nicaragua canal 
bill 
was then 
brought up, 
Spinola of New Y ork offered an am end­ 
m en t to strike out the ciause which ratities 
th e agreem ent between the caual com pany 
an d the N icaraguan Governm ent. 
Spinola 
said the am endm ent should prevail tor the 
protection of A m erican stockholders of the 
com pany, who know not w hat that agree­ 
m en t is. 
Cox of New Y ork opposed the 
am end­ 
m ent and m ade a speech in favor of the 
bill, presenting an argum ent as to its con­ 
stitutionality. 
Congress has the power un­ 
d er the Constitution to regulate commerce 
w ith foreign nations, and this bill comes 
u n d er th at head. 
H e favored extending 
•commerce in the southern seas, and the 
canal will bring the commerce and opu­ 
lence of the O rient to America. 
He op­ 
posed Spinola’s am endm ent, as it would 
destroy the force of the bill. 
F arq u b ar of New Y ork eloquently ad­ 
vocated the passage of the bill. 
It would 
benefit the commerce of 
the country, 
stim ulate ship-building and revive inter­ 
est in the Am erican m erchant m arine. 
W eaver of Iowa declared the bill one 
o f the most im portant before Congress for a 
decade in its relations to American com­ 
m erce. 
H e w arm ly advocated the bill. 
H olm an of Indiana declared the biil u n ­ 
constitutional, and vigorously opposed it on 
th a t ground. 
R anor of M aryland replied to him , re­ 
futing his statem ents and quoting decisions 
o f the Suprem e Court in parallel cases. 
H e declared the bill constitutional and 
m ade an eloquent and earnest appeal for 
its passage. It would restore the supremacy 
of the A m erican m erchant m arine, cause 
ship-yards to spring up along the Pacific 
an d A tlantic Coasts, and the Am erican ilag 
w ould again float from the m astheads of 
ships in seas whence it has long ago van­ 
ished, 
K ern of Iow a asked if the charter, if ob 
tained, would not be allowed to become in ­ 
operative in favor of the Panam a Canal. 
Clardy of Missouri replied no. that the 
P an am a Canal Com pany was fighting the 
bill. 
Blount of Alabama alleged when the 
Nicaragua Company had obtained a char­ 
ter they would go further and ask Congress 
to appropriate large sums to maintain the 
canal. 
Spinola’s am endm ent was rejected. 
Holm an offered an amendment which 
provides that nothing in the bill shall be 
construed as committing the United States 
Government to assuming any liabilities of 
the canal company as to debts or contracts, 
or guaranteeing any acts of the company, 
or in any way being responsible on the 
com pany’s account. 
Cobb of Alabama offered as an amend­ 
m ent to this that the above proviso shall be 
printed on every bond and certificate of 
stock issued by the company. 
Both amendments were adopted. 
Bland of Missouri offered an amend­ 
m ent providing that Congress reserves the 
right to repeal the charter and to regulate 
the tolls. 
The amendment was adopted by a vote 
o f 72 ayes and 62 noes, the Eastern and 
Northern members voting against it. 
An amendment was agreed to requiring 
com m encem entof work on the canal within 
three years. 
After further debate in favor of the bill, 
an effort was made to lim it the general de­ 
bate so that a vote could be taken this 
afternoon. 
Opposition was made to the 
latter effort, and filibustering motions were 
made by several Illinois members, among 
whom were Denham. Payson and Adams. 
The House, at 4:30, took a recess until 
7:30 F . m ., when the private pensions bill 
was considered. 
At the evening session the House passed 
ten pension bills, and at 10 o'clock ad­ 
i ourned until Monday.

T h r e e W a r V e ssels O rd ered to P r o c e ed 
to H a y tl. 


W a s h i n g t o n , December 7th.—Secretary 
o i the Navy W hitney to-day issued orders 
•directing that the United States steamers 
Galena, Richmond and Yantic, now at the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard, be made ready for 
sea at once. 
Rear Admiral Ghersrdi will 
command the squadron and as soon as 
ready will proceed to Hayti. 
He will be 
instructed to take no part in the troubles 
going on there between the followers of 
General Legitime and those from the north­ 
ern sections of that island, but will content 
him self with seeing that American inter­ 
ests are protected and that no ports are 
blockaded to American vessels. 
Secretary Whitney does not think our 
commercial interests there should be af­ 
fected by a newspaper blockade of the.e 
ports. 
H e declined, however, to slate 
whether the release of the vessel Haytian 
Republic had been demanded by the State 
Department or whether Admiral Gherardi 
would receive instructions to enforce such 
demand. 
At the State Department no information 
could be gathered on the subject, the offi­ 
c ia ls declining to give any news. They 
aver that such news is confidential. The 
general impression is that a demand for 
th e release of the Haytian Republic has 
been made and the vessels go there to en­ 
force the demand if necessary.

W a s h in g to n , December 7th.—T he Ford 
com m ittee on the im portation of contract 
labor, convicts and paupers, held a m eeting 
this afternoon, and determ ined not to visit 
San Francisco for the purpose of taking ad­ 
ditional testimony. Representative Morrow 
of California, one of the m em bers of the 
committee, was desirous that tbe com m it­ 
tee should go to the Pacific slope and in­ 
vestigate the Chinese question, but it was 
decided that this would take too m uch 
tim e. 
Tbe comm ittee’s bill will require 
intending im m igrants to give notice to the 
United States Consular officers of their in­ 
tention to come to this country, and will 
require them to secure im m igration cer­ 
tificates from our representatives abroad as 
an essential prerequisite to their lauding at 
any port in the United States. The present 
tax of 50 cents ou each im m igrant will be 
increased.

W a s h in g t o n , December 7th.—The testi­ 
mony of Thomas Tyrrell before the Aque­ 
duct Military Court of Inquiry to-day cre­ 
ated something of a sensation.

B A R R Y ’S B R O T H E R H O O D . 


T h e N ew L ab or O rg a n iza tio n In O p p o si­ 
tio n to th e K n ig h ts. 
C h ica g o , December 7th.—The Times to­ 
day publishes tbe text of an address issued 
by Thom as B Barry, outlining the aims 
and purposes of tber.ew organization which 
he proposes to form, and which is to be 
known as the Brotherhood of United La­ 
bor. 
In the address Barrv says he is not 
advocating the form ation of this new order 
for the purpose o f fighting the K nights of 
Labor or to gratify his personal am bition, 
but to establish honesty in, and place the 
labor m ovem ent on a basis which will 
m ake it forever 
alm ost impossible for 
cliques and rings to be formed to destroy 
in m onths the labor of years. 
This organization, it is stated, will be es­ 
tablished on a decentralized basis. 
It will 
leave to the trades or central branches com­ 
plete jurisdiction and control over their 
own affairs. 
If disputes or controversies 
arise between the members and their em ­ 
ployers, they will be settled by those most 
conveisant witli the trouble, not by those 
who know nothing about thecause of com ­ 
plaint. The order will m aintain friendly 
relations will all legitim ate organizations of 
labor. 
“ Ic w ill,” says the address, “ draw the 
line closely on scabs and scabism. 
I will 
urge a study of co-operation and the means 
of bringing it into practice, and will insist 
upon m em bers giving fair m anufacturers 
the preference when purchasing the neces­ 
saries of life. 
It will pursue a progressive 
educational policy.” 
T he cardinal principles of the B rother­ 
hood will be land, currency and transport­ 
ation reform. 
First—The right of m an to 
the use of the earth ; second, the taking 
from usurers and Shy locks the right to con­ 
trol onr currency; third, the Governm ental 
ow nership of the m eans of transporting 
persons and freight and the tak irg of these 
engines of hum an happiness out of the 
hands of stock gamblers and speculators, 
ami to operate them for the benefit of the 
producer and consumer. 
W hile seeking 
settlem ent of these questions, the order 
will labor for am eliorative measures, such 
as reduction of hours of labor to eight per 
day, the prohibition of child labor, the aboli­ 
tion of the convict contract system on na­ 
tional, State and m unicipal works, the pro­ 
hibition of foreign labor under contract, the 
purification of politics through the adop­ 
tion of the A ustralian system of voting, 
etc. 
All the details of the plan of organiza­ 
tion have not yet been decided on, but it 
will be m ore of a federation than acom pact 
national body like the K nights of Labor. 
In it there will be no m oney at the disposal 
of the general or federal officers, for Barry 
claims that the accum ulation of large sums 
of m oney at one central point, as in the 
old order, is one of the greatest dangers to 
labor organizations.

A m e r ica n C ap italista to C o m p lete 
th e 
G rea t In te r o ce a u lc W a terw a y . 
N ew Y o k e , December 7th.—A syndicate 
of American capitalists has been formed in 
this city to complete the Panama Canai. 
They have arranged to put up $75 000,000, 
and expect to finish the work within two 
years. The syndicate was formed through 
the exertions of James D. Leary, famous 
for his exploits with the monster raft of 
logs launched In Nova Scotia. Other mem­ 
bers of the syndicate are Morton, Bliss & 
Co., Eurene Kelly, and the men who are 
already interested in the American Dredg­ 
ing Company. The latter company has a 
$17,000,000 contract for dredging the Colon 
end of the canal, 
and has performed 
$12.000 000 worth of work on the contract. 
The President of that company is H. B. 
Slavin. 
The new syndicate has made its 
proposition to the Panama Canal Com­ 
pany, and it has been accepted. 
The 
matter will come up for ratification in 
Paris on December 12th, where it is ex­ 
pected the contract will be finally com­ 
pleted. The French Government has in­ 
formally approved the agreement. 
The American Dredging Company, which 
has yet $5,000 000 of work to do, was 
formed nearly six years a g o b v H .B . and 
M. A. Slaven of San Francisco, who had 
used their big Atlas dredger in deepening 
the Sacramento river. 
Its capital is $2,000,­ 
000, and it is said to have declared lOOper 
cent dividends within two years. 
The 
Slaven Bros, are generally credited in well- 
informed circles with having made about 
$3,000,000 on their investment. 
Since the 
death of M. A. Slaven, over a year ago, H. 
B. Slaven has represented the Slaven inter­ 
est. 
It is the principal members of the 
American Dredging Company, who form 
the present syndicate which Learv repre­ 
sents, and for which he proposes to com­ 
plete the great inter-oceanic waterway.

CONCLUDING LETTER FROM THE 
LITTLE RI PUBLIC. 


Som e o f the Q uaint and A ntiquated 
Scenes Out o f Joint w ith M od­ 
ern Civilization.

P c e n t a A r e n a s (Costa Rica), \ 
November 27,1888. J 
Such an odd place as is that Esparza— 
“The Holy Spirit of Hope,”—wherein we 
passed our last night in this Republic! As 
we came rattling into the town in the early 
evening the diligencia and all it contained 
were greeted by a surprising chorus of 
yelping curs, and vociferous gamins, while 
the populace rushed forth with eager curi­ 
osity to see the arrivals. From many open 
doors came the tinkling of guitars and the 
pattering of fandangoes and zape teros, 
while women, old and young, sitting on 
the steps in the moonlight smoking cigar- 
illos, unreservedly ejaculated in our hear­ 
ing their surprised suspicions as to the 
business among them of las Americanas. 
The main features of Esparza are a 
capacious church, topped with a belfry 
which looks like a water tank set up on 
stilts; a broad, dreary and treeless space 
in the center of the town dignified by the 
name of plaza; low, white-washed casas, 
which looked like the corpses of so many 
houses in the sickly smiles of the moon; 
aud a big meson, or posada. We drove di­ 
rectly up to this apology for an inn, at 
whose gateway was already collected a 
great crowd of carreteros, and their cofi'ee- 
carts, horses, dogs, mules, and oxen. Its 
door was the only one we had yet seen 
closed in Esparza, and the driver pounded 
ujwn it with a stone, shouting: “Abra la 
puerta; somas amigos, Señor”—(“Open the 
door; we are your friends, sir.”) 
In course of time, but not very quickly, 
a sleepy-looking and ill-favored individual, 
who paid no manner of attention to his 
newlv-arrived “ friends,” not so much as 
glancing at them, opened the great door 
just long enough for us to hurry through ; 
then re-birred it, and retired as leisurely 
as he came, leaving us to our own devices. 
Looking alxmt by the pale glimmer of 
the moon and a paler tallow dip, we were 
struck by the marvelous similarity between 
this posarla in the western world, toward 
the close of the nineteenth century, and 
that on the other side of the globe, in 
which Joseph and Mary were sheltered on 
the night when Christ was born, according 
to the minute description thereof given by 
General Wallace in “ Ben Hur.” A better 
idea of the mesons and posadas of to-day, as 
they exist in many parts of Mexico and 
Central America cannot lie gained than by 
reading that book. As they are distinctive 
features of Spanish America, and whoever 
travels here must necessarily have much to 
do with them, let us take a survey of this 
typical one of Esparza. 
In outward appearance they are all 
alike—a large corral or yard entered by a 
huge gateway with wooden doors and sur­ 
rounded by higli. thick walls of adobe, 
which are divided all around the inside 
into a series of square rooms. These 
apartments are all windowless and entirely 
destitute of furniture, the door of each 
ojiening into the corral. In one corner of 
the empty room is generally a platform of 
stone or adobe about two feet high, which 
serves the triple purpose of bed, table and 
sofa, and with it you mast content yourself, 
for in most rooms neither love nor money 
can secure you any more. Sometimes an 
urgent demand may obtain for you a deal 
table, a bench or a cot bedstead; but that 
posada would be “ swell" indeed, and 
scarcely to lie found in Central America 
which could supply such unheard of luxu­ 
ries as chair or washstand. Do you sup­ 
pose Joseph and Mary had washstands 
and rocking-chairs? Then why be un­ 
reasonable ? Lfo as in Rome when among 
the Romans, i. e., spread your wrap upon 
the plaster floor and sit upon it, and if 
yon must wash, go out to the big stone 
trough where the cattle drink and where 
their attendants indulge in infrequent ab­ 
lutions, and afterward stand in the sun to 
dry. Travelers are expected to carry their 
own bedding, as well as cooking utensils, 
and one soon learns to get along with a 
very small quantity of either. But what­ 
ever you omit in this vermin-infested 
country, be sure to keep well supplied 
with hellebore, or some other effective bug 
poison, and before spreading your blankets 
for the night’s repose, liberally dust all 
adjacent objects. 
In the corner of the corral is the public 
kitchen, in which you oryour servants are 
at liberty to cook supplies of your own 
furnishing, over charcoal bought from the 
mesonero, and owning out of the kitchen is 
the stable. The arrival of a wearied party 
at the gate of a meson is not greeted by 
such effusive cordiality as the wayfarer 
generally receives from the urbane propri­ 
etor, diamond-bedecked clerk and obsequi­ 
ous porter of the average American hotel. 
If the gate be open you ride in as a matter 
of course, and dismounting within the 
walls, proceed to take possession of what­ 
ever vacant rooms you can find, unpack 
and stow away your baggage, taking care 
to keep everything stealable, even to the 
saddles and harness, in the apartments you 
have chosen. If by this time the mesonero 
(landlord) has not put in an appearance it 
will be well to look him up. Thereupon 
your moza (servant) shouts for him until 
he comes forth, bringing the key of the 
granary. 
Still taking no notice of the guests, who 
by this time have established themselves 
as well as circumstances will permit, and 
without waiting for any kind of orders or 
bargaining, the landlord proceeds to weigh 
out the straw, oats and corn, all of which 
should be carefully watched by your moza. 
After the animals are consigned to stalls 
and fed, your servant is at liberty to for­ 
age for himself and his employer. If you 
do not wish to be bothered with cooking, 
in most cases the landlord can l>e induced 
to furnish you with a meal. But he will 
always first protest that there is nothing 
in the hoase, that this is a poor country 
and he does not care to furnish food for 
travelers, but after good humor has been 
established by proffering sundry reales 
(shillings) in advance, he suddenly remem­ 
bers that there may lie a chicken or two 
and some beans, tortillas and coffee about 
the premises. 
The same shelf that later answers for a 
lied serves you for a table, unless by virtue 
of another transfer of the circulating me­ 
dium the landlord can be persuaded to 
furnish a table. The chances are that he 
has not such a thing in the house; but, 
wishing to earn the money and proving 
himselt obliging, he will spend so much 
time in skurrying around among the 
neighbors in search of one that the dinner 
will grow cold, and probably no table at 
last be forthcoming. The wiser way is to 
content yourself with the situation; to 
spread your own towels or a newspaper on 
the suspiciously bespeekled shelf, and keep 
a sharp lookout for migratory vermin. The 
horses are sure of good care and plenty to 
eat, but every article which their owners 
obtain must be struggled for, as well as paid 
for, convincing one that in this country 
inns are kept for animals rather than for 
human beings. Knives, forks and spoons 
are never obtainable in a posada ; therefore 
you must carry such conveniences or eat 
like the rancheros, with your fingers and a 
scoop made of a rolled-up tortilla, devour­ 
ing scoop and all. 
. 
, 
Before davlight in the morning the me­ 
sonero corned into your room without pre- 
liminarv knocking (they never dream of 
doing that), bringing small mugs of coffee 


or chocolate and little loaves of sweetened 
bread, and his bill. Small as is the sum 
total, the landlord has not failed to cheat 
you according to his own valuation of 
things; and the score, though not exorbi­ 
tant, is a very long one. The food and 
grain seem absurdly cheap to a North­ 
erner, but you are required to pay for 
much more than has been consumed; and 
if you 
have been so unreasonable 
as to insist upon chair, table, desk or any 
other article of common necessity, you are 
charged for its use nearly its nominal 
value; and the candle which dimly lighted 
you to bed, cost nearly as much as your 
supper. 
When you depart from the meson, the 
proprietor, who seemed so inhospitable the 
evening before, now considers himself your 
affectionate friend, aud insists on shaking 
hands with you at parting, calling after 
you with fervor, “ Ad ios, amigo garrido, 
vaya con Dios”— (“ Farewell, nty dear 
friend, and may God go with you ”). 
High as is the stage-road that climbs the 
hights between San Jose and Esparza, the 
shadow of the Aguacute volcano follows 
us all the way. and still the frowning 
giant persists in interposing his great body 
between Esparza and the sea. By noon of 
the second day we discern a silver cord 
stretching along the horizon—NicovaGulf 
—and suddenly white-winged ships come 
into view, looking like so many sea-birds 
perched upon it. Now, nearing the coast 
and the hour of departure, indulging in 
backward glances over the country we 
have learned to love, our minds revert to 
the words of another no less faithful lover 
of Costa Rica—a famous author, who, on 
leaving this sunny land, wrote as follows: 
“ Looking back toward the mountains 
among which we had spent these pleasant 
holidays, I saw the volcano of the White 
Tower high in the heavens, burning in the 
gray light of the dawn—in another world, 
it seemed to me, so remote and isolated it 
looked. That it is uuknown, as if, in 
reality it belonged to another world mill­ 
ions of miles away, and that they who live 
nearest to it are those who most fear to 
tempt the solitude which invests its un­ 
violated granduer, 1 cannot help feeling 
sad and abashed to think. But when mv 
thoughs revert to the country of which the 
flag above is the glowing type, and when 
the exploits of her explorers recur to me, 
and her pioneers and fleets crowd upon mv 
mental vision, the conviction arises within 
me that the day will come when the lost 
gold of the Estrella shall return to light, 
and the secrets of the mysterious valley 
of the Frio shall be made known, and even 
the White Tower shall be scaled. 
In 
that pillar of smoke by day and flame by 
night I read the sublime prophesy of con­ 
firmed liberty to this land—wealth and 
power instead of comparative insignifi­ 
cance and humble fortunes, the wilderness 
a garden—and for the people a purer Hap­ 
piness, a statelier attitude and a brighter 
aspect.” 
To behold this vision and boldly to dis­ 
close it, requires no prophetic gift nor 
hazardous philosophy. Presenting, as it 
does, a prominent barrier to the encroach­ 
ments of the two great seas, and gradually 
rising from their level in a series of ample 
terraces, each exhibiting its peculiar soil 
and climate and distinct forms of animal 
and vegetable life, and each its adapta­ 
bility to some especial physical condition— 
Central America furnishes to the scientist, 
the agriculturist, the merchant, the lover 
of nature, the miner, the herdsman, to the 
industrious and adventurons of every class 
a field of incomparable novelty and ex- 
haustless wealth. 
Especially is this true 
of Costa Rica, whose plateaus varv from 
three to six thousand feet in height, di­ 
vided by chains of mountains, crowned 
with volcanic fortresses and pouring down 
waters that never fail. In short, it con­ 
stitutes within inself—with its forests, riv­ 
ers, mines and valleys, all teeming with 
their choicest treasures of nature—a new 
world of unlimited possibilities. 
The Gulf of Nieoya abounds in oysters 
of delicious ilavor, also, with shrimps, 
clams, lobsters, and an infinite variety of 
fish. The pearl oysters of these waters are 
famous for their size and beauty ; and far­ 
ther down the coast, where pearl-fishing is 
extensively carried on, gems of considera­ 
ble value have been brought up by the 
divers, including a few pink, brown and 
black pearls. 
Pueuta Arenas is noted for its excellent 
water, which hubbies up, cool and sweet, 
from wells only a few feet deep. It is a 
singular fact, anywhere along these south­ 
ern shores, that if a hole is dug in the hot 
sand, close to the salty sea, it will fill up 
in a few minutes with pure, fresh water, 
evolved somehow by one of nature’s secret 
processes. 
Notwithstanding that the heat is sel­ 
dom less than 90° in the shade, the atmos­ 
phere is not unwholesome, except during 
August, September and October. One 
soon becomes accustomed to the sun’s fer­ 
vor, and rather enjoys it—if wise enough 
to conform to the ways of the natives, eat­ 
ing little, working less, and lying around 
most of the time in hammocks, letting the 
busy world wag as it will elsewhere.

The Ballot Reform. 
This is one of the reforms which must 
come, for without it our system of popular 
government cannot be maintained. Every 
election, especially in our large cities, 
shows that until this reform is secured all 
other reforms are impossible of accom­ 
plishment. The control of the election 
machinery, of the printing and distribu­ 
tion of the ballots, must be taken from the 
politicians and put into the hands of the 
State. That is, it must take the power to 
control our elections away from the men 
who have no responsibility and no interest 
in Government save extravagance and cor­ 
ruption and put it into the hands of officials 
who are sworn to do their duty. Of what 
use is it to try to get honest men nomi­ 
nated for office when we leave in the 
hands of the political workers the power 
to defeat them at the polls by distributing 
fraudulent or defective ballots, or by mak- 
inff“ deals ” and “dickers” which cheat the 
r 


ple of their will ? We have all talked 
years about reforming the primaries 
and the nominating conventions, but not 
one particle of progress has been made. Un­ 
der the Massachusetts law any 400 voters, 
in case of a candidate for State office, and 
any 100 voters, in case of a candidate for a 
lesser office, by uniting in a petition in be­ 
half of a candidate of their choice can 
have his name printed upon the official 
ballots and have those ballots distributed 
at the polls at the public expense. What 
more certain way of reforming the prim­ 
aries could be devised than this ? If there 
were such a law in New York city there 
would be an end to the astonishing specta­ 
cle which is there so often presented of a 
boss” setting up a candidate of his own 
for office in spite of all protests, aud fre­ 
quently electing him in spite of all opposi­ 
tion. "Under such a law both “bosses” and 
primaries would in a very short time lose 
their present dominance in our politics. 
In fact, there is scarcely a form of in­ 
iquity known to our election methods 
which a good ballot law would not eradi­ 
cate. We should be rid at one stroke of 
the assessments upon candidates, of the 
bribing and bull-dozing of voters, of the 
nomination of notoriously unfit candidates, 
of “deals” and “dickers” and “trades” at 
the polls. All these would disappear, for 
the simple reason that the machinery of 
elections would be taken out of the hands 
of irresponsible and often dishonest men. 
Such an obvious and ¡lucrative reform as 
this cannot be long delayed.— The Century 
for December.

N ew Y ork, December 1, 1888. 
In fashion books the words “ Empire’’ 
and “ Directoire ” constantly occur. What 
do they mean ? Not that fashion has re­ 
turned or is returning to the scant drapery 
and “ waists under the arms,” of Joseph­ 
ine; nor that the styles of the French Di­ 
rectory are now to regain supremacy. But 
with a liberal hand, ideas of these times 
have been appropriated and modified to 
suit present occasion. Empire waists, then, 
mean round and comparatively short ones. 
Empire sashes wound about the corsage) 
apparently shorten it, while empire drap­ 
ery falls in classic-like folds, quite opjiosed 
to anything on the pull-back order. In 
the directoire styles, there is a prevading 
leaven of severity. The polonaise is now 
often not a polonaise, but a directoire coatj 
hanging severely plain as if scorning the 
levity of looped-up drapery. The direc­ 
toire redingote is the same thing under 
another name and directoire hats present 
defiant outlines. All this, of course, is 
fatal to the bustle, such as it has been un­ 
derstood, and in its {dace comes so unob­ 
trusive a substitute, that it ofiends nobody. 
Skirt reeds have, of course, grown modest 
likewise. Distinct as are the changes in 
costumes, however, they are not so marked 
as in cloaks, since what last winter would 
have been called enormities, are this 
season 
MERELY LOOKED AT. 
They are looked at because the eye is 
not yet accustomed to a cloak hanging 
loose and straight from a yoke, the hands 
protected by a huge, grandmotherly muff, 
and the formidable outfit surmounted by 
an aureole brimmed hat. The wrong peo­ 
ple will, of course, assume these styles, 
and when of ample proportion, apparently 
take up the sidewalk. Still looked at, also, 
is the new veil that is a supplement of the 
broad-brimmed hat. It can hardly be 
worn with any other, because it needs to 
be kept at a convenient distance from the 
face, which is a prisoner within, since 
gathered below the chin by a narrow rib­ 
bon run in, it cannot be lifted at will. A 
lace edging gives finish below, and it is 
sloped upwards at the back. Such daring 
innovation has brought about a general 
disturbance on the subject of veils, that 
stereotyped to ludicrousness, have had 
their limited fall just to the end of the 
nose. Now, if desired, they are pulled 
lower; they may cover the face, or again, 
some lady of fashion may be seen, whose 
hat is completely covered by the large 
veil thrown obliquely over, caught together 
at the back and falling in a deep point in 
front. Gauze veils are passed around the 
head with ends tied in a large bow in 
front, while, if the numerous colors in 
which veils are brought out be considered, 
one can readily see that the subject is a 
varied one. 
THOSE IMMENSE HATS. 
Not looked at is the stage of more than 
one theater now, because of some broad 
brimmed hat or hats; they were never 
more plentiful, and with exasperatinglv 
high crowns trimmed all over with loops, 
bustling feathers or ostrich tips, com­ 
pletely obscure the vision. In contrast 
one might meditate much on the red 
derbys that are so jaunty, cheap and be­ 
coming; they are quite the rage, and 
clapped on with a masculine ease, cause 
wonder why they were not thought of be­ 
fore. 
Young ladies only should wear 
them. 
This also may be 6aid of the seal and 
other fur jackets and shoulder capes which 
now make their appearance. 
Some of 
these garments might, indeed, be more ap­ 
propriately classed under tbe heading of 
“Looked At” since they show quite new 
features. For example, a shoulder cape 
of seal skin, natural seal, krimmer or 
Scotch lamb, or a cape of any one of the 
last named varieties, may be touched up 
with seal fur. 
Jackets display like combinations, even 
to the extent of sleeves and vest differing 
from the remainder of the garment, while 
jaunty leopard skin jackets still attract 
some attention. 
Boas are special subjects for play of 
fancy. Slender girls have appreciated and

Brocades for evening wear were never 
in more demand, but the stiff Empire pat­ 
terns distinguish them from textures of 
former seasons. Velvet is a favorite com­ 
bination, faille and peau de soie being also 
employed, while now for the first time 
brocades of different patterns are put to­ 
gether. The varied gauzes and laces of 
the day remain in vogue and are usually 
made up in Empire style, while richer 
materials, such as brocade, etc., are better 
suited to Directoire outlines. 
Empire slippers with sharp pointed toes 
and low heels, show cross garters of narrow 
ribbon attached at the sides, and Empire 
fans made ot ribbon or lisse laid in rows 
and embroidered, being suspended from 
the arm, by a ribbon loop.

The hair is dressed high or with Grecian 
knot, and in the latter case the front hair 
may be bound by a fillet of ribbon, or half 
wreaths of very small flowers arranges! in 
fillet style.

The Contractor Talks About the Difficul­ 
ties and the Progress of the Work. 
The Atlanta Constitution says: Colonel 
Daniel Calaban, who built the Rome and 
Decatur Railroad, is in this city. He has 
just returned from New York, where he 
sold out his interest in the Panama Canal 
contract. “ The New York papers are al­ 
ways writing down the Panama Canal,” 
said he, “ and the public never hear the 
other side. They say there are insur­ 
mountable difficulties and that the canal 
will never lie finished. I had a talk a few 
days ago in New York with Colonel Rives, 
the General Manager of the Panama Rail­ 
way and Assistant Director General of the 
Panama Canal He has been in Panama 
a little over a year. I learned from him 
that the canal is being built all along the 
whole length. He told me that they 
would put in three locks on each side of 
the Calabre cut, which is 330 feet. There 
thev will have a reservoir to catch the 
water of the Chagres river to snpplv the 
locks.” 
“ What is your recollection of the work 
when you were there?” 
“ I admit that the work was being man­ 
aged very badly. I consider that the 
American contractors would have done the 
work for one-half what it cost. If the 
canal had been in the United States, they 


would have done the work for one-fourth 
of what it cost. Still, I believe, from what 
Colonel Rives says, that the canal will be 
completed. He has been there over a year, 
and has improved things a great deal. The 
canal is forty-seven miles long and the rail­ 
road the same length. In a year lie made 
the railroad pay over $1,500,000 in net 
earnings. The railroad was built thirty- 
three years ago, and they carry tremen­ 
dous freights from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific and back again. It gets a great 
deal of freight fiom Guatemala, Salvador, 
Nicaragua, Honduras and Costa Rica. I 
was in Guatemala just before that war, and 
our party would have built that northern 
railroad hut for Barrios’ death.” 
“ How much has been spent on the Pan­ 
ama canal ?” 
“Nearly thre lumdred millions of dol­ 
lars. A large part of the cost has been in 
building the towns. They employ 15,000 
to 30,000 men and several hundred engi­ 
neers. The First Director-General re­ 
ceives $25,000 a year and all expenses. 
The common laborers get $2 a dav in 
United States of Colombia money, which 
is worth about $1 40.” 
“Where do the laborers come from?” 
“They get their labor from the West 
Indies, the Bahama Islands and some from 
Hayti aud Santo Domingo. They employ 
some natives of Panama—Indians, Span­ 
iards and half-breeds, who make more re­ 
liable laborers than the negroes. The ne­ 
groes work awhile and get a little money 
ahead, and go back to Jamaica to spend 
it. When they are out of money they 
come back to Panama again. They keep 
a line of steamers running between Kings­ 
ton, Jamaica, and Colon. They have 
carried only a few laborers from New Or­ 
leans.” 
“ What kind of engineers have they on 
the canal 
“ They have several hundred engineers, 
all French. They are good, scientific 
men. They run steamers from France and 
bring out wines. The officials on the lines 
use mostly water brought from France. 
There is no good water in Panama. The 
water of the Chagres river would do very 
well if it was filtered. The machinery 
comes principally from the Lrnited States. 
There is a line of steamers running from 
New York to Panama every ten days.” 
“ How about funds ?” 
“ Colonel Rives says there is no lack of 
money so far, and he doesn’t think there 
will be. Still there is a lack of money 
now, and old De Lesseps is traveling 
through France making speeches. I un­ 
derstand that there are over six hundred 
thousand subscribers to the fund. They 
are small stockholders throughout France, 
Belgium, Snaiii, the Netherlands, Ger­ 
many, Sweden and Denmark. I have seen 
a big list of stockholders. There are very 
few in this country except French citi­ 
zens.” 
“What are the relations of the French 
Government to the Panama canal ?” 
“The French Government has nothing 
to do with the canal. It has steadily re­ 
fused to furnish money for the enterprise. 
The canal company is operating under con­ 
cessions from the Government of Panama 
and from the United States of C dombia, 
of which Panama is a part. The French 
Government only gives the canal company 
a protectorate. 
That is, it protects them 
as French citizens, the same as we might 
ask this Government to protect us if we 
went down to South America to build a 
railroad.” 
“How is the climate of Panama?” 
“You would not go there for a summer 
resort, but still it might lie worse. I have 
seen Americans living in Panama who 
had been there for thirty-five years. The 
population of Panama alone is about 
thirty thousand, and very few of the in­ 
habitants are negroes. The city is well 
built, and person and property are well 
protected.” 
“What about the reports of riots and 
pestilence among the laborers on the 
canal ? ” 
“ There is no truth in that. You can 
get up a revolution in South America 
without any trouble at all, hut you are 
just as safe in Panama» as in Atlanta. I 
have found in the city of Guatemala that 
a man’s person and property are better pro­ 
tected than in many parts of the United 
States. There is no danger at all; but you 
had better not be out at night on account 
of the climate. You a-e treated with 
courtesy everywhere. Along the canal 
there are towns of three or four thousand 
inhabitants, with well-built houses. These 
towns were built by the canal company.” 
“ What do you think about the practi­ 
cability of the undertaking?” 
“ I never considered that there was any 
engineering difficulty whatever, only the 
magnitude of the work. If we had it here 
in any part of the United States we would 
not consider it any very serious engineering 
difficulty. Of course, it is a large work, 
but there is no difficulty about that.” 
Beecher at Liverpool. 
Rev. Dr. Buckley, who was present at 
Mr. Beecher’s famous Liverpool address, 
contributes an account of the proceedings 
to the December Century. From it we 
quote the following : “ After he had read 
for fifteen or twenty minutes a loud roar 
was heard, * Shut up that paper I’ which 
was immediately responded to from the 
other side of the building : ‘ He can’t get 
along without a liookI’ ‘He don’t know 
enough to speak I’ ‘He is a coward 1’ 
From another place came the question, in 
a shrill, piercing voice, ‘ Where did you 
steal your sermon ?’ 
“ In less than two minutes the whole 
audience ap|>eared to lie in motion. Men 
were pushing and elbowing, yelling and 
shrieking. One man in particular would 
jump up about two feet, howl, and then 
sink out of sight. The police began to 
move about with an expression of good 
humor upon their faces, pushing men with 
both hands extended. For the space of 
three or four minutes it was impossible for 
Mr. Beecher to be heard. He made sev­ 
eral attempts to finish the manuscript, and 
practically did ; and then began to handle 
questions with the incisiveness, wit and 
occasional outbursts of eloquence for which 
he was famous. The disturbers had sense 
enough to see that they had aroused a 
lion, and that they must break him down 
or he would carry the great bulk of the 
audience with him- They resorted to every 
means imaginable, except actual violence, 
to accomplish this end. 
“ Mr. Beecher’s voice, when he was ex­ 
cited and spoke very lond, had a roaring 
sound. They would pitch their voices 
upon the same key, so that when he ended 
a paragraph in a clarion tone, taking the 
same pitch, they would bellow like a score 
of infuriated hulls, and continue some­ 
times five minutes at a stretch ; for when 
some would be out of breath, others would 
take it up, and the first would come to 
their help again. Meanwhile Mr. Beecher 
would talk to the ministers on the plat­ 
form, of whom there was a large number, 
and occasionally to the reporters. He 
would say to them, ‘ Gentlemen, I am talk­ 
ing to you, and through you, to all En­ 
gland. If I should not be heard at all by 
this audience, and you shall take down my 
words, thirty millions of people would 
read them.’ He was calm enough at one 
time when the roaring was going on to 
crack three or four jokes, as if he were con­ 
versing in a parlor; and the moment the 
rioters stopped, from sheer physical ex­ 
haustion, he screamed out, ‘ I have talked 
to these reporters. They have got down 
all I have said, 'lhere is another idea 
out, catch it if you can V ” 
To Clean Oil Paintings. 
The following recipe will be found valu­ 
able for the purpose: Mix well together 
two ounces of wood naphtha, one ounce 
spirits of salts, and a quarter of a pint of 
linseed oil. Before being used, the bottle 
containing them should I* shaken. The 
application is simply with a soft pad of 
linen, to which should be given a circular 
motion. When nearly dry. give a second 
dressing, when the picture will come out 
in all its details.

STAGE ARTS OF THE SEASON AT 
THE METROPOLIS. 


R osenthal the Lion o f the Hour — 
Great buccess ol‘ Mary A nder­ 
son—O ther Stars—Etc.

N ew York, December 1, 1888. 
Musical enterlainments here, as time 
goes on, increase in variety and import­ 
ance. High on the list come the sym­ 
phony and oratorio afternoon rehearsals 
and evening concerts under the leadership 
of Walter Damrosch, and given at the 
Metropolitan Opera House. Fashion in­ 
dorses them, lovers of music enjoy them, 
and their success is a foregone conclusion. 
At the second symphony concert, which 
took ¡dace last Saturday evening, the occa­ 
sion was rendered notable by the presence 
of Rosenthal, the lion of the day. Intro­ 
duced to the public, almost unheralded, 
persons might have asked: “ Who is Rosen­ 
thal ?” Not to know Rosenthal now, is to 
argue oneself uuknown. In the course of 
an evening his fame was established. 
Critics and the public have accorded|him 
royal honors, aud as a prince of pianists, 
he stands without a rival, except Joseffy, 
who, before his coming, stood alone. It 
were needless for me to multiply epithets 
of praise. There is no space; but I can 
say that his playing is a revelation, and 
advise all who can do so to seize the first 
opportunity of hearing him. 
This week the first rendition of opera is 
given at the Metropolitan, for the initial 
performance “ The Huguenots ” being 
chosen, and it is noteworthy that in subse­ 
quent performances there is a large leaven 
of other works than those of Wagner, who, 
however admired by some persons, is 
equally detested by others. 
m a r y a n d er so n’s success. 
In theatricals, Mary Anderson is the 
reigning sensation. She has captured a pub­ 
lic that buys up every seat beforehand, and 
stand to see her, while cold and hitherto 
unfriendly critics proclaim her praise—at 
least in “The Winter’s Tale.” I know 
that I am not ill-natured, neither over 
fastidious, I trust, yet truth compels me to 
express an opposing opinion. Of the play 
itself the utmost has been made. It is 
richly put on the stage, and all accessories 
and minor details have been carefully 
looked after. So far, so good. The young 
woman who plays central parts is, in my 
estimation, often wanting as Ilermione in 
pathos and power, while as Perdita she 
lacks spontaneity. She runs about suffi­ 
ciently, she smiles enough—and just here 
her greatest fault is made manifest. The 
smile is too perpetual; the eyes do noth­ 
ing ; the difference between real emotion 
and that ot seeming is constantly appar­ 
ent, and it is a mighty one. In statue­ 
like parts Miss Anderson is always good. 
Her Galatea is always excellent, and the 
same peculiar power she brings to the 
statue scene in “The Winter’s Tale.” 
In an estimation of “ Sweet Lavender,” 
at the Lyceum, I must also differ from the 
general view ot both critics and the pub­ 
lic. The latter till each seat of the beauti­ 
ful little theater, and the former, so far as 
1 kuow, write well of the play. I see 
little of comedy in the comic parts, nor of 
pathos in the pathetic, while the part of 
Sweet Lavender, a landlady’s daughter, is 
poorly played by an actress of unattractive 
physiognomy. 
DIXEY AT THE STAR 
Has been the same fun-making Di.xey as of 
old; his imitation of Irving, irresistible as 
ever, and his rapid metamorphoses, later on 
in the play, no less amusing than form­ 
erly. He is succeeded this week liv the 
“ Crystal Slipper.” The spectacular has 
been exemplified at the Fourteenth-street 
Theater, by Gillette’s adaptation of “ She 
the story, while immensely silly, giving 
room for all manner of striking effects. 
“ Partners” at the Madison-Square The­ 
ater is doing well and, deservedly so, while 
in conclusion, 1 would commend the ex­ 
cellent taste that substitutes delicate 
strains of music coming from some dis­ 
tance, for the deafening coarseness of the 
average orchestra. The same attractive 
feature obtains at the Lyceum, and it is to 
be hoped that such examples may find 
followers.

A G irl’s T oilet A rticles.

borax, amm onia and glycerine or vaseline. 
A little cam phor and water may be used 
as a wash for the m outh and throat if the 
breath is not sweet.

plied to a fever sore will prevent it from 
becoming very unsightly or noticeable. 
Insect stings or eruptions on the skin are 
relieved by alcohol. A few grains of alum 
in tepid water will relieve people whose 
hands 
perspire very freely, rendering 
them unpleasantly moist. 
A few drops of 
sulphuric acid in the water is also bene- 
ficlal for this purpose, and is also desirable 
for those whose feet perspire freely. 
We 
should alwavs recommend care in the use 
of scented soap; in many cases the Derfume 
is simply a disguise for poor quality. 
A 
good glycerine or honey soap is always 
preferable. 
O f course, one may rely on 
scented soap from a high class m anufact­ 
urer, but it usually costs more than it is 
worth. 
In addition to the soap for bath­ 
ing, w hite castile should he kept for wash­ 
ing the hair. 
Occasionally a little am ­ 
monia or borax may be used for this pur­ 
pose, but it is usually too harsh in its 
effects.—Exchange.

SEW PUBLICATIONS. 


From the Bancroft Company (San F ran­ 
cisco) we have Jam es E. Thorald Rogers’ 
work, entitled “ The Economic Interpreta­ 
tion of H istory.” 
It is a collection of 
lectures delivered 
in W orcester College 
H all, Oxford, in 1887-8. 
Professor Rogers 
occupies the chair of Political Econom y in 
the U niversity of Oxford, and of Economic 
Science in K ing’s College, London. 
H is 
great work, “ Six Centuries of W ork and 
W ages,” has either been read by or heard 
of by all thoughtful readers of America, 
quotations from it in most recent works on 
political economy being very frequent. 
We cannot resist the tem ptation to quote 
a few paragraphs from the present work, 
w hich illustrate its general tone : 
You have a num ber of social or economical 
facts, many of them containing problems of a 
serious aud urgent character 
So serious are 
they that many persons—an increasingly large 
num ber oí iieisons—dem and, if no other solu­ 
tion is to be given, that society must be recon­ 
structed on new lines, as Frankenstein made 
his m an, or m enster. 
To meet these people 
with the law o’ supply and dem and, to point 
out to them the bliss of uurestricted eompeti- / 
tion, and to rebuke them with the Malthusian 
law of population, the Ricardian theory of rent, 
and the margin ot unproductive cultivation, is 
to present them with logomachies which they 
resent. They believe that economists are utter­ 
ing optimism to order. 
In a vague way, they 
are under the impression that the greater part 
o: the misery’ which they see is the direct pro­ 
duct of laws, euactei and raaintaiued in the 
interest of particular classes. 
And, on the 
whole, they are in the right. 
Most ol the 
problems which vex soci-tv have an historical 
origin, sometimes a present cause, though more 
rarely. 
Now I made it my business in these lectures 
to exam ine into and expound the history of 
social facts. * * * Political ecohomy, rightly 
taken, is the interpretation of all social cou- 
ditions. It is justly distrusted if it is suspected 
of being a defense of abuses. 
In the theory as 
to how wealth is distributed, the true center of 
all economical inquiries, the suspicion that it 
deliberately advocat -s an unjust distribution, 
hopelessly discredits it. Aud w hen men despair 
of equity the just rights of those who have 
straiued those rights are iu dauger. 
I canuot 
agree w ith Mr. George, but I am amazed to find 
how popular bis theory is. 
It is entirely the 
outcome of economical 
fallacies, 
hitherto 
treated as indisputable truths. 
The unearned, 
and, according to Mr. George, the entirely un­ 
deserved increment is the key to the passionate 
and seductive proposals ol " Progress and Pov­ 
erty." 
Now the impulses bred by this rem ark­ 
able book are not m et by definitions and logo­ 
machies. 
They may be explained away iu 
great part by historical facts, and by the accu­ 
rate analysis of present conditions 
Hut they 
never will be as long as people cling to Ricardo, 
and to obsolete theories of an analogous kind. 
The instiucts of men revolt against adoctriuq 
which teaches that a limited class of pr pcrty- 
holders is to take an increased toll on ¡he earn- ¡ 
ings of capital and labor: that there i- no escape 
from this bondage: and that ihem oreintelligent 
and acute labor becomes, the more heavy will 
be tir. tribute which the idle and worthless can 
exact from society. 
There is no more mis­ 
chievous person living than a rapacious land­ 
lord, who uses to the tull all the powers which 
existing law gives him. But, on the other hand, 
there is no more useful and deserving person 
than a wise and just landlord, who respects his 
neighbor's trae rights, while he preserves his 
own. 
Unluckily the former are common, the 
latter are rare. 
In opening the December “ M agszlne of 
Am erican H istory ” (743 Broadway. New 
York), the eye rests first upon the R em ­ 
brandt Peaie portraits of George and M artha 
W ashington, contributed by Miss Stoke», 
superb'v engraved, and of surpassing in ­ 
terest now that it is so unusual to discover 
unpublished portraits of our first Presi­ 
dent. 
"T h e Inauguration of W ashington 
in 1789,” by Mrs. Lamb, is a tim ely as well 
as a notable paper. 
This magazine, while 
giving us a readable “ W ashington n u m ­ 
ber,” has not overlooked Christmas. 
The 
second paper is by Dr. Prosper Bender, on

W ARNER M ILLER ON E IG H LICENSE. 


In the North American Review for Decem­ 
ber Hon. W arner Miller has an essay en­ 
titled “ H igh License Justified.” 
Mr. 
M iller has just been defeated for Gov­ 
ernor of New York upon the high license 
issue. 
Liquor interests formed a solid 
combination against him, and it was al­ 
most resistless, such is the potency of busi­ 
ness interests when combined against a 
purely economic and moral reform which 
has the backing only of philanthropy. 
Mr. M iller in defeat does not hesitate to 
reaffirm his position, and to deny the 
justice of the verdict against him. 
His 
views after the battle, therefore, become of 
especial interest. 
In brief, he holds that 
the uncontrolled or unregulated sale of 
intoxicants is, by all civilized Govern­ 
ments recognized as evil, to such an extent 
that it must not be permitted without 
some restrictive laws. These are of two 
classes; license or taxation regulates under 
well-ordered rules deemed essential for the 
well-being of society: the other looks to 
entire suppression of the business by con­ 
stitutional amendment. The advocates of 
the latter refused to co-ojterate with the 
friends of the former in the late election 
in New Nork. 
Their vote was exactly two 
per cent, of the whole vote, and hence 
they are unable to claim that any large 
body of the people of the Empire State 
now stand with them. 
Now, asks Mr. 
Miller, the evils of the unrestricted traffic 
being confessed by all, what steps ought 
an intelligent people take in a corrective 
direction ? 
H e replies by stating the fact to be that 
the growing and the larger sentiment of 
the entire country is in favor of high 
license under a strong law, carrying with 
it severe penalties for violation of the 
terms of license. 
The plan is no longer an experiment, he 
says. 
It is in several States and many 
localities an accomplished fact, has stood 
the test of severest trials, and has in every 
case produced beneficial results in reduc­ 
ing the number of saloons, especially of 
the lower and vile order. Some reduc­ 
tions have been one-half in States, and in 
cities considerably inore, followed always 
by a reduction in crime and the cost it en­ 
tails. 
Mr. Miller cites the instance of 
Philadelphia, where the law has not yet 
operated a year, hut the commitments for 
vice growing out of drunkenness for four 
months, from June to September, were 
4,027 less than in the corresponding period 
of 1887, while the commitments to the 
House of Correction in like contrasted 
periods fell off’ 040, and for the months 
named the Sunday arrests for drunken­ 
ness were 520 in 1887, and in 1888, under 
high license, they amounted to but 140. 
The saloons there, in 1887, numbered 
000; they are now less than 1,300. The 
reports from the State outside of Phila­ 
delphia are of similar character, and Mr. 
Miller estimates the actual saving to the 
people of the State in consequence, at a 
million dollars. 
Certainly» such showings must commaud 
respect as pure economics. They ought 
not to get into the hysterics of the tem­ 
perance question at all, or to he iuvolved 
with any sentimental Issues, but should 
be considered solely in the economy of 
good government at low ccst and with the 
minimum of attaching evils. Mr. Miller 
assures us that in nearly all the high- 
license States and cities the experience of 
Pennsylvania and Philadelphia has been 
repeated. The general result is a large 
decrease in the number of saloons, of 
crimes, of cases of gross drunkenness and 
of municipal and county cost of govern­ 
ment, anil largely increased revenues and 
consequent lessened general taxation. Cer­ 
tainly these are attainments that no citizen 
will decry'. 
Some statistics; are given by Mr. Miller 
for municipal economists to study, thus: 
Omaha, fee $1,000 per annum, saloons, 1 
to every 426 of population; Kansas Citv, 
$815, 1 to every 309; San Francisco, fee 
$84, 1 to every 84; Philadelphia, fee be­ 
fore high license, $50, and the saloons 
numbered 1 to every 142 of the popula­ 
tion; under high license the saloons are 1 
to every 650 of the population: Baltimore, 
fee $50. saloons, 1 to every 115. 
A feature of the system is referred 
to by Mr. Miller that we have not before 
seen elaborated. 
He asserts that the re­ 
ports all agree that the law takes the sa­ 
loon out of politics, whereas it is a known 
fact that where there is no restriction the 
saloon is in politics and in very many 
cases controls parties, because the saloon­ 
keeper feels it to be necessary to go into 
the political field to control excise boards 
and keep down the license fee 
But where 
it is fixed by law and the m atter settled 
the necessity ceases and the saloon-keeper 
gladly eschews interference in a local polit­ 
ical action, and ceases to contribute money 
to political workers and to do battle in 
what before appeared to him to be self 
defense. 
Mr. Miller wisely concludes that 
no one will deny that it is a great evil to 
have the government of any community 
fall under the control of any one class to 
the exclusion of all others. He expresses 
the belief that the political levy upon the 
34,000 liquor-dealers of New York is 
greater tar than the license fee would he 
under a regulative system. 
These statements from a gentleman so 
well informed and who has made a State 
canvass upon the issue are entitled to pro 
found consideration. They are not to be 
put lightly aside, nor classed with the 
sentimentalism of any reform. 
They are 
economic facts, to scout which is evidence 
of unwillingness to face the truth. 


THEATRICAL 
ENTERTAINMENT. 


In an article on how we amuse ourselves, 


the 
troupe 


ocrity and vulgarity represents only the 
class of people whose tastes are low, is 
putting it too strongly, because, as a m at­ 
ter of fact, we find very much the same 
general public in the seats when short- 
skirted, silly and hollow so-called low 
comedy, but in reality gilded indecency is 
presented,as when the legitimatestruggles to 
maintain itself. There are, of-course, some 
exceptions, and fine dramatic performances 
do now and then draw audiences, few 
members of which are found in the chairs 
when such hog-wash as 
“ Evangeline,’ 
“ Later On,” and similar extravagant cap- 
erings are presented. 
It has come to this, that while Booth 
and Barrett are now playing to empty 
benches in New York, the extravaganza 
houses are filled, where scores of painted, 
powdered and padded “ stage beauties 
pose in the minimum of clothing and the 
maximum of nudity permissible under the 
law. 
The standard comedies are shelved, le­ 
gitimate dramas are out of fashion, and 
the production of Shakespearean plays is 
uniformly spoken of apologetically as

This class of “ amusements’’ 
seldom fails to draw. 
W here does the 
blame attach? Jointly to manager and the 
public. 
No m atter what the underlyin 
reasons ; whether money-greed in the one 
case and a libidinous taste in the other ; 
let the reflecting think upon what must he 
the outcome? IVhat kind of manhood 
and womanhood may we expect from 
youth 
that 
theatrically 
worships at 
such shrines? 
We must expect it to 
reap if we sow thistles. 
It is simply 
impossible for modesty not to he shocked ; 
for maidenly sensibility not to be blunted ; 
for the auimal passions not to be inflamed ; 
for the love of vulgarity and brazen dis­ 
play not to he stimulated by seven out of 
ten of the dramatic exhibitions now “upon 
the ro ad .” 
Excuse the fact as we may; treat it 
cavalierly if we w ill; call it amusement, 
and not entertainment, it remains that 
when the stage finds its patronage to be 
dependent upon its violation of the com­ 
monest proprieties, and indulgence in the 
silliest of antics and most suggestive of 
caperings, it is in a decline that ought to 
be hastened to speedy death in the hope 
of a resurrection in legitimacy. The taste 
of theater-goers that demands the class of 
amusements referred to, is Ut a had way. 
The greed of managers that caters to it for 
coin is as much more detestable as the 
procuress is more loathsome than her vic­ 
tim. Our contemporary, the Call, declares 
that “ the quality of a community may be 
inferred from its amusements.” 
Even so. 
Under that rule of judgment where shall 
we place the communities of the day that 
send the legitimate drama to seed, and 
fatten the ribs of vulgar and babbling 
nothingness that so much prevails upon 
the stage to-day under the disguise of low 
comedy, and before which the American 
public seems to bow in groveling idolatry? 
Unless the stage is cleared of this rubbish,' 
and the whole pack of half-nude female 
buffoons and the idiotic clowns, who palm 
off coarse jokes and vulgar gags for wit 
and humor, are relegated to the melodeon, 
where they belong; unless this cancer that 
is feeding upon the vitals of the “ legiti­ 
mate” is excised, the drama will be com­ 
pelled to gather up its skirts and retire 
wholly from the effort to address intelli­ 
gence through wit and reason.

The Supervisors of this county have sent 
an attorney to request the Debris Investi- 
ating Commission to hold sessions in this 
city. I t is proper action. 
The Marys­ 
ville Appeal suggests to the R e c o r d -U n io n 
that it is sufficient for the Commission to 
sit in San Francisco, as it can examine all 
the reports of engineers, and in that city it 
has access to the archives of the United 
States Court, in which are kept the records 
of the Woodruff' hydraulic mining case, 
and which contain the written testimony 
that covers all the facts necessary to be 
shown. 
We reply that, while there is no objec­ 
tion to examination of official reports and 
the records named, the assurance is wanted 
that it will be done. 
Here in Sacramento 
are the records of the State Engineer’s 
office, and ail the maps, drawings and 
river cross-section surveys, etc.; and here 
are the records of the great Gold Run 
mining case, wherein appear facts of equal 
amplitude and importance as those dis­ 
closed in the Woodruff case, and some 
truths that did not develop in the latter 
action. The Appeal insists that the Com­ 
mission must take the findings of the 
Courts as settled facts. 
It will do nothing 
of the kind. 
It is an independent Com­ 
mission, will ascertain facts for itself and 
search for such as it judges are necessary 
for its purpose and the full discharge of its 
duty. We doubt very much if it will em­ 
body in its records those of any Courts be­ 
fore which hydraulic mining issues have 
been brought. 
It certainly will be, as the Appeal says, 
wearisome and annoying to go over all the 
ground once more and take testimony 
anew, but this is one of the ills of this new 
inquiry for which the valley is not in any 
way responsible. 
It is not at all safe to 
confine ourselves, as our contemporary inti­ 
mates may be sufficient,, to the question of 
restraining works and their practicability 
or inefficiency. The scope of the inquiry 
of the Commission is broad enough to cover 
the whole question of hydraulic mining, as 
a right that may be prosecuted; of deposi­ 
tion of slickens in the rivers and their 
tributaries; of the effect upon low lands! 
as to the “agricultural value” of there de­ 
posits of which the hydraulic miners speak 
so much; of the fine sediment carried in 
suspension; of the descent of gravel, cobbles 
and bowlders; of the scouring capacity of 
the rivers; of the “natural erosion” of the 
earth’s surface by rains and melting snow, 
and so on through all the subdivision? of 
the hydraulic mining and slickens chap­ 
ters.

A gentlem an who wa3 accosted on the 
street yesterday by one of these tram ps, 
said : “ I will not give you money, but 
come w ith me and get your breakfast.” H e 
gave a restaurant keeper twenty-five cents, 
telling him to give the im pecunious gent, 
w ho said he was on the point of starvation, 
a good square m eal. 
As soon a s th e s y m ’ 
pathetic stranger left the restaurant,‘tne 
tram p asked for a five-cent sandwich and 
dem anded 
tw enty 
cents 
change. 
H e 
m arched straight from the restaurant to a 
beer saloon, front which he emerged a half 
an hour later drunk as a lord, and two I 
hours later was stretched across the side- I 
w alk in a drunken stupor. 
A nother gentlem an gave one of these 
beggars fifteen cents to get a meal with, and 
watched to see that he went to a restaurant. 
H e m ade straight for a five cent saloon, 
w here he invested in three schooners of 
beer. 
A boy about fifteen years of age was on 
th e street yesterday begging for ten cents 
to buy a cup of coffee. 
H e was a strong, 
robust, healthy beggar. 
H e said he was 
from San Jose, his father was dead and his 
widowed m other was unable to support 
him . 
If the police would take all such in and 
p u t them iu the chain-gang they no doubt 
would give Sacram ento a wider berth iu the 
future. 
Petty larceny thieves and burglaries are 
getting quite num erous. 
Thursday, some tim e during the night, 
they broke into the basement of the resi­ 
dence of Mrs. P. J. Hopper, 1114 N street. 
They broke into a trunk belonging to Mrs. 
G eneral Davidson. 
The tru n k had been 
sloied in the basement and contained no 
articles of value.

It was beyond question the finest and 
best equipped train in every respect ever 
run in the world, and was a m arvel in all 
its appointm ents. 
It consisted of five cars, 
all heated by steam and lighted by elec­ 
tricity, w ith every m odern im provem ent 
for the convenience, safety and comfort of 
passengers, and furnished in a style of 
magnificence that rivals the m ost sum ptu­ 
ous private car in the country. 
There was 
a large crowd of people at the depot to see 
the wonder, and they were perm itted to go 
through a portion of the train and inspect 
i its elaborate appointm ents. 


M EETING T H E LIM IT E D . 
On Thursday evening a sm all party, con­ 
sisting of J. 15. W right, Superintendent; 
I>. Bnrckhalter, Assistant Superintendent 
of the Sacramento Division of the C. P. R. 
R ; P. Doug’ass, Forem an of Repairs, and 
representatives of the R ecord-U n io s and 
Bee. left Sacram ento on the overland to 
meet the Golden Gate lim ited. 
After a 
good night's sleep they arose refreshed, and 
at half past six yesterday m orning stepped 
off the train into the bracing and frosty air 
of Trnckee 
There was snow on the sur­ 
rounding hills, but the sky was clear and 
the weather deliehtful. Thp expected train 
was not due at Trnckee until 11:30, and the 
intervening tim e was spent in visiting the 
finest round-house on the Pacific coast, 
looking at the great piles of lum ber and 
listening to ice men tell about the prospects 
of the ice crop in that section this winter. 


T H E V ESTIBULE TR A IN 
Arrived on time, and J. H . W hited, Su­ 
perintendent of the 
Truckee Division, 
turnedit over to Superintendent W right, 
Who took charge^ of it for the balance ol 
the trip. 
Mr, W hited, however, cam? on 
as far 
as 
Sacramento. 
Some 
repairs 
were needed 
to the steam connections, 
and it was 11:50 when the train pulled 
out of Truckee, with engine No. 88, Bonas 
Lightner, engineer; J. I,. Pearson, con­ 
ductor. The train i? run by the Southern 
Pacific Company and Union Pacific Com­ 
pany, but as it is m ade up entirely of Pull­ 
m an cars it is handled by some tw enty 
employes of the Pullm an Company, There 
were on board: J P. Meehan, Superintend­ 
ent of the Pacific Division; M ajor J. F. 
Trout, Commissary; George 
Goldsmith, 
Assistant Commissary; John Larkin, Con­ 
ductor: T. A. Grady, T rain Agent; C. R. 
Hughes, Conductor of Dining-car; Ira G. 
Bens. Electrician; Mrs. K. Flood. Chaperon 
and Ladies’ Attendant; four porters, three 
cooks, five waiters and a barber. All of 
these were selected from the. best men in 
the service ol the Pullm an Company. 
There were but few passengers on the 
train, owing to the fact that the leaving 
tim e of the train had been badly m ixed up 
by the papers in the East and the correct 
tim e was not known. 
Several passengers 
left the train at Ogden for Salt Lake, and 
those who came through were: Colonel X.

D E SCR IPTIO N OP TH E TR A IN . 
The train, as already stated, consists of 
five cars, having a vestibule connection bv 
which it is practically all cite car when the 
doors leading from the car steps into the 
vestibule are closed, as they alw ays are 
when the train is in m otion. The doors 
leading from the platform s into the cars 
are then like so many inside doors of a 
residence, and m ay be left open or closed 
as desired. Thus, a person m ay pass from 
cue end of the train to the other w ithout i 
going into the air. 
The vestibule connec-i 
tion is difficult to describe, so that the 
reader will gain a clear idea of its appear­ 
ance. The platform s of the cars are tbe 
sam e as ou an ordinary Pullm an, except 
that they are roofed over with asteelcasing 
of great resisting power. 
A handsom e 
door, the upper panel of beautiful cut- 
glass, is situated just at the .op of the steps 
on each side of the platform . 
W hen two 
cars 
are 
connected, 
the 
platforms 
come 
close 
together, 
and 
are 
cov­ 
ered 
w ith 
a 
heavy rubber 
flooring, 
so that no dust or air conies up from be­ 
low. 
Instead of the ordinary railing to 
the platforms, there isa c .nnection between 
the cars consisting of a diaphragm of rub­ 
ber, folded in plaits so as to work like the 
bellows of an aecordeon, with chaffing 
plates between. 
The steel casings over­ 
head fit together closely and have the same 
power of resistance as the platform and 
buffer. 
Mr. Larkin, the conductor, said 
that this arragneuient reduced the dangers 
of travel by rail h> tbe m inim um , and that 
they were the safest cars ever run. 
He 
has been for a long tim e the conductor of 
the celebrated Chicago Lim ited of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, and ¡3 one of the 
most trusted m en in the employ of the 
Pullm an Company. 
As illustrating the 
power of resistance in these vestibule con­ 
nections, be stated that one tim e his train 
collided w ith another when they were ru n ­ 
ning at the rate oí forty-five miles an hour. 
Both engiues were demolished and two 
baggage cars were telescoped, but not a 
wheel o f the vestibule cars went off the 
track, and the passengers did not know 
that a collision had taken place. 
The cars 
were 
not 
damaged 
enough to require 
live m inutes repairs, and left Chicago on 
their return to New Y ork the sam e day. 


T H E CABS. 
The first car of the train is a com bination 
car nam ed "Golden Gate.” In the front 
end is located the dynamo, which supplies 
electricity to all the cars. 
It is run by 
steam from the engine, and the latter also 
furnishes steam to heat the cars and hot 
water for the bath-room s and wash-stands. 
The rest of this com partm ent is used for 
baggage, which is so arranged that passen­ 
gers cau open their trunks en route, if de­ 
sired. 
In the center of the car is a spacious 
store-room, where the commissary supplies 
are kept. Then comes an elegantly fitted 
up barber shop, with large m irrors. It is 
presided over by Oscar /w illing, an accom­ 
plished tonsorial artist who was once the 
private barber of George Pullm an, and the 
fitst to p lv his vocation on the Pullm an 
vestibule trains of the Pennsylvania R ail­ 
road. 
Here the passenger may get a shave 
with as m uch comfort and safety as in the 
best barber shop in America. 
Off the bar­ 
ber shop is a bath-room for gentlemen, with 
wasli-staud, closet and all the conveniences 
found in the best hotels. H ot and cold water 
is supplied here, as in all of the cars, uuder 
pressure. Incandescent electric lights are 
here and everywhere throughout the train. 


T H E D IN IN G CAR 
Is nam ed ‘"Casa Monica,” aDd is capable of 
s tating forty people at comfortable tables 
It is handsom ely fitted up in antique oak, 
upholstered in dark green plash, w ith vel­ 
vet lam brequins of the latest fashionable 
color. In unique side brackets over tbe 
tables are potted plants and flowers. The 
seats at the tables are divided in the center 
so that they can be turned up, like those in 
a theater, to allow persons to pass in and 
out easily, and are even provided with the 
wire hat-racks underneath. Ten incandes­ 
cent lights illnm inate this portion of the 
car. 
Off the dining-room is the kitchen, 
pantry, ice chest, ice cream freezer, china 
closets, sideboard 
and 
everything else 
necessary to setting a first-class table. 
HOW THEY LIVE. 
In connection with Ihe description of the 
dining-room car, it m ay be interesting to

T H E SLE EPER S. 
Follow ing the dining car are two P u ll­ 
m an vestibule sleepers, the ‘’K hiva” and 
‘ Ilabula,” fitted up substantially in the 
same style. They are a great im provem ent 
iu m any respects over any of the Pullm an 
cars seen on this coast Lc-relo.'• re. 
One 
great im provem ent is th at the j assage- 
ways are all re untied, so that there are no 
sharp corners to run against, as in the old 
sleepers. They aie elegantly fitted up arid 
upholstered in gorgeous style. 
Each has 
twelve full sections and a drawing-room, 
beside the usual sm oking-rooms, wash­ 
rooms and closets. 
The drawing-room s 
have exclu ive closets and dressing-rooms. 
Sections 11 and 12 are so divided by high- 
backed seats and curtains as to practically 
form another draw ing room. 
Each car 
has a library, containing a num ber of 
popular works. 
The wash stands are sup­ 
plied with hot and cold water in abundance, 
under a pressure from the air-pipes that 
operate the brakrs. 
On each car of the 
train is a fire hose, already attached, so that 
by sim ply turning a wheel a stream oi 
water may he throw n from fifty to seventy- 
five feet. 
In both the sleepers is a r.ew 
s yle of incandescent elfc,lie light, which 
is ibe most convenient of any of the late 
inventions. 
Besides the ordinary station­ 
ary lights overhead, each section has an in ­ 
candescent iam p which can be placed any­ 
where it is desired, and can be tu rn td on 
and off at will. 
I t is attached to a piece of 
insulated wire that looks like a silk cord, 
and can be held in the hand or hung on 
hooks provided for that purpose. If a per­ 
son desires to read ill his berth alter going 
to bed, and the rest of the lights are out, he 
can lie on nis pillow and read, with an 
electric lam p hung in any position ho de­ 
sires, and when he has done with it he 
sim ply disconnects a wire, and all is dark­ 
ness. T he use of electric lights throughout 
the train is one of its m ost pleasing feat­ 
ures. 
D uring the day, when the tram 
passes into a tunnel or snow-shed, the por­ 
ter presses a button, and the whole train is 
instantly illum inated. 
W hen the tunnel 
is passed the lights are as suddenly extin­ 
guished. To a person who happens to be 
reading an interesting bouk or paper this is 
a great luxury. 
A M ARVEL OF BEAUTY. 
The last car of the train is the ”A laddin,” 
which is a c jm posite car a.n i a m arvel of 
beauty and convenience. A t the front end 
is a ladies' bath room, with washstanels 
and closet. It is supplied w ith the finest 
of sponges, towels and every convenience. 
H ail oi the car is devoted to six sleeping 
sections, fitted up the sam e as those in the 
“ K hiva” and "K ahuia,” hut the upholstery 
and decorations are m ore elaborate and 
handsome. 
In the center is a bullet and 
bar, from which the porter produces such 
refreshm ents as may be ordered. The rear 
h alf of tbe car is fitted up for a smoking- 
room, with elegant movable chairs of dif­ 
ferent patterns. The windows are very 
large, and it is practically an observation 
car. 
In one end of th s room is a library, 
containing all of the guide-books and a 
great variety o f standard literature. 
In 
front of the library is a writing-desk, sup­ 
plied with elegant paper and envelopes, on 
which is printed, ‘ Eu route, Pullm an Ves­ 
tibule Train, tbe Golden Gate Special. Un­ 
ion and Central Pacific Railways.” 
The 
car runs so sm oothly th at a person can 
w rite at this desk w ith as m uch ease and 
com foit as at his office or home. 
The ven­ 
tilators of this car are so arranged as to 
cause no draught while giving perfect ven­ 
tilation. 
This is accomplished by rapidly 
revolving wheels placed just outside of a 
barred, upright ventilator. 
LOOSE NOTES. 
The sleeptrs “ K hiva" and “ R ah u la” 
each have a buffet, but of course they are 
not used when tbe dining-car is attached 
to the train. 
Mrs. K . Fiood accompanies the train as 
chaperon end ladies’ attendant. 
Ladies 
and children traveling alone will find this 
one of the greatest of luxuries. 
E. L. Lom ax, Assistant General Passen­ 
ger Agent of the Union Pacific, and Ed­ 
ward Dickinson, General Superintendent of 
the sam e road, capie as lar as Ogden on 
the Golden Gate. 
I. D. W hite, a reporter of the New York 
World, accompanied the train from that 
city. 
H e say s that they left Jersey City at 
9:15 
a . M . Monday, on the Pennsylvania 
Limited, and arrived in Chicago Tuesday 
m orning at 9 o'clock; thence over the C hi­ 
cago, Burlington and Quincy to Council 
Bluffs, arriving there on W ednesday at 
7:20. 
They lelt Council Bluffs at 7:30 on 
the Golden Gate, but were delayed two 
hours and a half at Pacific Junction. They 
were therefore lour days, eight hours and 
forty-five m inutes reaching Sacramento. 
H e pronounced the Golden Gate the finest 
train in America, and spoke in the highest 
term s of the m ansgem ent and service. 
H . A. Mason, of tbe Truckee Republican, 
boarded the train at that place and cerne as 
far as the Snm m it.

T h e P h ilo so p h y o f a C old. 
Says Professor Woodbury, of theMedico- 
Lnirurgical College of Philadelphia. “ If 
there is anything calculated to take all 
the brightness out of the sunshine, all the 
savor out of our food, and all the sweet­ 
ness out of our life, it is a cold in the head; 
He presents some thoughts in its philoso­ 
phy, the substance of which may interest 
the mighty host of sufferers. 
In every case there are two factors, an 
irritant and a susceptibility of the system. 
Among the irritants are microscopic germs 
taken in from without, as in influenza, and 
certain poisons which are developed from 
bad nutrition or imperfect assimilation 
within the body, and which it is the office 
of the liver to destroy. Indeed, the effects 
of the two causes are essentially the same, 
for the germs act by generating certain 
violent poisons, which irritate the mucous 
membrane of the nostrils, pharynx, lungs, 
stomach or bowels. 
As to susceptibility to colds, a healthy 
body, under ordinary circumstances, has 
very little of it. But sudden climatic 
changes may induce it. Horses brought 
from the West often have a discharge 
from the nostrils which lasts about six 
months. 
A ship’s crew who had been perfectly 
healthy while absent several months on 
the Alaska coast, were all, on their return, 
taken down with a cold in the head. 
Of an audience going out into a bleak 
atmosphere from a close, warm room, a cer­ 
tain portion will take cold. These have 
the requisite susceptibility; the rest are 
hapily free from it. 
In all cases of this 
special susceptibility there is a lowering of 
the nutrition, a certain depraved or de­ 
pressed condition. The luxurious and in­ 
dolent are as liable to it as the poor, and 
those whose surroundings are bad. 
A normal condition of the skin is the 
chief protection against cold. 
Three- 
fourths of the sufferers from catarrhal 
pneumonia or chronic bronchitis are found 
to be in the habit of neglecting the skin. 
Their skin has become degraded, and is 
no longer a protective covering for the 
body. 
The skin needs to be hardened by the 
use of the flesh brush, the cold douche, 
the air bath, and by change of undercloth­ 
ing. Active exercise needs to be added 
to keep the tissues from clogging. The 
time to cure the patient is before he gets 
the cold.— Yuuths' Omipanion. 


H ow M any M ilk in g s D a ily ? 
The question is asked, “ How many 
times should a cow be milked daily? anil 
what would be the effect of more or less 
frequent milkings upon the quantity and 
quality of the milk ?” 
As a rule, and with 
oidinary cows, twice milking suffices, and 
it is as often as it can be profitably done, 
in conjunction with other farm work. But 
there are extraordinary cows that ought to 
be milked three times a day—once every 
eight hours. 
This would not only be profitable, but 
add greatly to the cow’s comfort. It would 
also stimulate nature to an increased llo 
of milk to meet the extra demand. There 
would therefore be a greater quantity of 
milk. The quality would also be improved 
or, rather, the milk would not be so much 
impoverished by the absorption of the fats 
after it is secreted. Repeated experiments 
show that the longer the interval between 
milkings, the poorer the milk. If milked 
as fast as secreted, there is reason to be­ 
lieve it would all be “ stripping,”— United 
States Dairyman.

P la n ts T h e y P re fe r . 
Quite likely u great many bee-keepers 
have noticed that certain kinds of bees 
prefer some kinds of flowers, while other 
races of bees work on different kinds of 
bloom at the same time, and as a general 
thing brown or German lees work on 
weeds more than the Italians do. I have 
all Italian queens, except one, which is a 
Syrian queen; some of those queens are 
Cure Italians, and some were mated with 
lack drones. 
One Italian queen I have reason to be­ 
lieve was mated with a Syrian drone, on 
account of the different markings on the 
atidomen of the workers, and the great 
number of queen-cells that they will build; 
also their different 
disposition. 
This 
queen was reared in 1886, and last year, 
through the month of August, its colony 
t of bees gathered about fifteen pounds of 
comb honey from the common blue thistle 
(this is not a large amount of honey, as we 
had a drought at that time), and was 
capped a pale white, but the honey was 
quite white. 
The cross between the black and Italian 
races were hauling in and stealing the yel­ 
low (or amber) honey, the cappings of 
which were so much different when the 
sections vere mixed with the sections from 
the Svrlc Italian colony; they could very 
readily he picked out, though they were 
not built down so nicely at the bottom, 
there being more space between the bot­ 
tom of the sections and^the bottom of the 
comb. 
I noticed this more on account of 
the dark bees having a reputation for cap­ 
ping their honey whiter than the yellow 
bees, hilt it was the reverse this time. 
The dark hybrids and black bees seent 
to work well on fall flowers, such as asters, 
Spanish-needle, smart-weed, and other fall 
flowers. After the thistle was out of bloom 
there was hut little difference in the looks 
of the honey. 
There is always a lot of timber land be­ 
ing cleat ed around here, as this was a 
heavily timbered country, and these clear­ 
ings are mostly covered with thistles, be­ 
sides lot of swamp land with fall flowers, 
and of course the bees have their choice. 
Now, as I have had the German or 
black bees, the Italians in their purity, 
and also the Syrian bees, and watched 
them closely as to disposition, honev-gath- 
ering and comb-building qualities, I much 
prefer the best strains of Italians. The 
bees that are my choice are, first, bees that 
are gentle ; second, bees that are industri­ 
ous and pay well in dollars and cents for 
their keeping; and third, bees that are 
yellow and three-handed, for beauty, as I 
am a great lover of the beautiful.—C. A.

T1IE DRESS COAT’S RIVAL. 


T h e 
Cowes'* C o a t- A T a ille ss D r ess C oat 
N o w th e F a sh io n . 
The time when club men were refused 
admittance to full dress ho[>s because they 
wore curtailed coats has passed. 
The 
swallow-tail has a rival, and one that has 
come to stay. The new coat has been worn 
in England for some time, and is there 
known as the “Cowes” coat. 
In this coun­ 
try it goes l>y the aristocratic title of the 
“Tuxedo.” 
As yet it has not been accord 
ed an equal rank with the claw-hammer. 
It is not the thing at formal receptions, 
halls, cotillons and weddings where the 
preparations have been on a sumptuous 
scale. 
It is correct, however, at summer 
hotel hops, theaters, 
informal 
parties 
and dances, and for general evening wear. 
It fills a long felt want, and is thoroughly 
appreciated by the thousands who are com­ 
pelled by the stringent rules of society to 
appear in full dress afier 6 1*. M., even for 
an informal call. Its adoption relieves the 
swallow-tail from the tendency to become 
too common by everyday wear at ordinary 
affairs, and instead of displacing that for­ 
mal garment, it enhances its formality and 
increases the importance of occasions on 
which it is worn. 
Introduced by the Anglo-maniaswells of 
dudedom, and at first received with jeers 
and jibes of the multitude of well-dressed 
men, it has survived the ridicule and hos­ 
tility of the conservatives, and is now an 
acknowledged part of a gentleman’s ward­ 
robe. 
Its recognition is doubtless due to 
the fact that it is a sensible innova­ 
tion and not that it was first worn by lead­ 
ing swells. 
The “ Tuxedo” is now to be seen at all 
of the clubs, at the theaters, and at in­ 
formal evening gatherings that are at­ 
tended by the best-dressed society men. 
The new garment is a trille shorter than 
the ordinary sack coat, and is sliai»ed to 
the figure at the hack. 
It is worn open, 
and has a long, rolling collar faced with 
silk. The material used is a fine ribbed 
black worsted, which has a more cling-like 
nature than broadcloth. 
Either a black, 
low-cut vest of the same material or a 
white vest is worn with the “ Tuxedo.” A 
black satin tie is correct, and a low hat is 
indispensable. 
Like the swallow-tail, the 
new coat must not he worn before 6 p. m ., 
and to wear a high silk hat with a Tuxedo 
coat would be a rank offense. 


M en ’s D re ss. 
If it be true, as announced, that men 
are going to wear embroidered trousers 
this season, the first step will be taken to­ 
wards a further embellishment of mascu­ 
line attire. 
Admit embroidery on the 
trousers, and where can it he forbidden ? 
The waistcoat has been privileged in this 
direction beyond other garments, except 
the slippers and the very terrible smoking 
cap, which some men will persist in wear­ 
ing, though it is, without exception, the 
most unbecoming headgear ever invented, 
especially when the embroidery is in crude 
tones of green, blue and magenta. Men 
adorn themselves for smoking in the same 
way as women deck themselves for tea in 
the most graceful growns their wardrobes 
hold. 
But the embroidered trousers are 
not for the smoking-room. 
They are to 
form part of evening dress, and the em­ 
broidery is to be in a long strip down the 
outer seam. 
It is to be worked in a rich 
design in the best of black embroidery 
silks on the best of black piece silk. The 
rest is to be black cloth, as it always has 
been. This is the beginning, the thin end 
of the wedge. 
After awhile, no doubt, the 
embroidery will spread, and cease to be a 
strip only. And then it will invade the 
coat, perhaps, and fashions may revert to 
the magnificence of the Cavalier period, 
when brocades, fine laces, satins, silks 
and velvets were as much woru by men as 
by women. 
For years a problem for a man 
in evening dress has been how to be dis­ 
tinguished from a waiter. The latter may 
be among the most estimable of men, but 
his social position is considered inferior to 
that of the persons on whom he waits, and 
philosophy has taught us that clothes are 
the great means of expressing social rank. 
Various attempts have of late been made 
to set up a diflerence between the evening 
dress of a ¡gentleman and that of a jierson 
who supplies his gastronomic needs.

T H E BIO-TOED PEO PL E. 
The strangest of all the Indo-Chinese 
races, the ancient Gloa-Clii, or big-toed 
race, is called in our geographies “the 
Anamese.” This extraordinary people are 
about the ugliest and worst built of all our 
semi-civilized Asiatic cousins. 
They are 
much shorter than the Malays, darker 
skinned, with lower foreheads, less devel­ 
oped skujl, a flatter nose, larger mouth, 
thicker lips, blackened teeth, gums often 
destroyed by the use of betel-nut, very 
prominent cheek and jaw-bones, so that 
the face is lozenge-shaped, short neck, 
shoulders sloping abruptly, and a see-saw­ 
ing sort cf gait when walking. 
But the 
most curious development of all this is 
the big toe. 
It is very large, broad and 
flat; moreover, the distance between that 
member of the foot and the other toes is 
so great that the Chinese so long ago as 
2357 B. C. gave them the name of Gloa- 
Chi, or the hig-toed race. 
This curious physical formation is such 
that it quite marks them from other Asiatic 
people who walk barefooted, and, strange to 
say, that though more than forty cen­ 
turies have passed since this peculiarity 
was first noticed by Chinese travelers, and 
in spite of frequent intermarriages with 
other races, the Anamese have transmitted, 
without the least perceptible modificati >n, 
this formation of the foot to their descend­ 
ants to-day, which fact, according to some 
ethnologists, serves to prove 
that the 
Anamese are not descended from the ming­ 
ling of indigenous races, but rather that 
they have existed for an immense period 
of time as a distinct and peculiar race. 
However this may be, in a funny old 
Siamese legend the origin of the Anamese 
race is attributed to the prayer of a pious 
Buddhist missionary, the sole survivor of 
a shipwrecked crew, who, finding himself 
cast on the beautiful coast of Anam, with 
no living creatures in sight save m ultitud­ 
inous flocks of geese, prayed the Ad hi 
Karma, or First Cause, to change the wild 
geese into human beings, so that he might 
instruct them in the doctrines of the Bud- 
dah. Then and there the flocks swooped 
down at the feet of the suppliant and were 
in the twinkling of an eye transformed 
into crowds of men, women and children, 
without a vestige of their former condit ion 
as web-footed creatures, save the broad, 
flat, distended big toe.— Wide Axealce.

POLITICS. 


T h e N ew Y ork ••r im e s ” on th is P h a g e u f 
P o litic a l In flu en ce . 
The New York Times, editorially, says: 
One point, at least, has been made clear 
by the sessions ot the Commission appoint­ 
ed to revise the excise law. There is no 
hope of any compromise between the liquor 
dealers and the people who are in favor of 
restricting the sale of liquor. The liquor 
dealers, it is clear, will not he satisfied un­ 
til their business is put upon thesame foot­ 
ing with any other; that is to say, until 
anybody can carry it on without restric­ 
tion. At present their representatives pro­ 
fess a willingness to have the dealers 
licensed and raxed, provided the tax is not 
large enough to deter anybody from en­ 
gaging in the trade. 
But' they profess to 
see no object in an excise law,"except the 
raising of revenue, and they resent any re­ 
strictions upon the business that are not 
necessary to that purpose. 
This is much more advanced ground 
than they have taken heretofore, and the 
reason is obvious. 
The re-election of Gov. 
H ill was a distinct victory for them, a vic­ 
tory the more signal because it was accom­ 
panied by the defeat of President Cleve- 
and. They are confident that the pres­ 
ent situation cannot be changed to their 
disadvantage while their man remains 
Governor of the State, except in the un­ 
likely event that a really stringent and 
effective excise law can be passed over his 
veto. Gf this they have no fear. Hence it 
is that “that strain we hear” is “of a higher 
niood” than we are in the habit of hear­ 
ing when the Governor of the State is a 
mau who feels that he is amenable to the 
opinion of the respectable classes aud rec­ 
ognizes tiic necessity of “ pandering to the 
better element.” 
The new tone of the liquor dealers is so 
far beneficial that it will lead a great 
many people who have not heretofore con­ 
sidered it to consider what their triumph 
means. 
The pending question is not one 
of abstinence, in one aspect of it it is not 
even a question of temperance. 
It is a 
question whether the saloon shall continue 
to be, as undoubtedly it now is, the ruling 
factor in State politics and shall he per­ 
mitted to outrage public sentiment and de­ 
feat the popular w ill by the power of or­ 
ganization and the use of money. 
There 
is no man in this city, whatever his per­ 
sonal habits may he, who does not know 
that there are too many saloons in this 
city, and that a measure which should 
materially reduce their number would be 
good thing. 
It is not only that every 
saloon is a possible source of disorder. 
11 
is that every saloon is, as Mr. Ivins put 
it in his address on ballot reform, “ a cen­ 
ter of political activity,” and that the ob­ 
ject of the |>ulitical activity that centers in 
the saloons is to continue and consolidate 
the power of the saloon in politics. 
If it 
he true that Governor H ill said that he 
would rather have the saloons behind him 
than the churches his thinking so does not 
discredit the political cunning ascribed to 
him, though his saying so may. 
For in 
truth the saloons, iu which the primaries 
are for the most part held in this city, are 
in effect so many primaries in permanent 
session. They are the only abiding centers 
of political activity. 
When this is the case it is time for the 
churches to become centers of political 
activity also, and there are signs that they 
may he brought to perform this function. 
~he Church Temperance Society, under 
the auspices of which the enthusiastic high- 
license meeting of Monday night was held, 
is composed of clergymen and laymen of 
the Brotestant Episcopal Church, the one 
of onr religious bodies that has, as a rule, 
most scrupulously abstained from taking 
part in secular politics. 
But upon a ques­ 
tion such as is forcing itself upon the 
country, and as the re-election of Governor 
Hill lias forced upon this State, it is the 
clear duty of moral teachers to take sides 
in the interest of public morals and of pub­ 
lic order. 
The saloon movement has done 
its utmost, for the liquor traffic is not 
merely unmolested, hut is in control of the 
State through its chief executive office. 
The anti-saloon movement has but just be­ 
gun, and it may confidently be expected to 
go on until shrewd politicians have come 
to think that on such an issue it is better 
to have the churches than the saloons be­ 
hind them.

HOW TT WAS DONE. 
S to ry o f O n e o f th e N ew Y o rk “ P a n e l ” 
Conspirators. 
New Y ork, December 7th.—Addie Stan­ 
ton, Ella Hammond, Edward Meredith and 
Henry Herrmann were to day arraigned in 
a crowded Court-room charged with hay­ 
ing attempted to rob and kill Phil. Daly, 
the sporting man, in a Fourth-avenue flat 
last Monday. Herrmann has made a full 
confession. The other prisoners were held 
without bail to await the action of the 
Grand Jury. 
Added to the interest of the Court scenes 
was the fact that during the morning Mrs. 
Anna Herrmann, the aged mother of 
Henry Herrmann, attempted suicide after 
hearing of her son’s disgrace. She was 
brought to with difficulty. Just before the 
hearing opened 
A DRAMATIC SCENE OCCURRED 
In an ante-chamber of the Court. Phil. 
Daly was escorted into the room on the 
left, where Meredith was seated. 
The 
prisoner was told to stand up, and he did 
so. “ Put on your hatordered the de­ 
tective, as he threw a white pocket hand­ 
kerchief over his prisoner’s face. The or­ 
der was obeyed. Now say “ Throw up 
your hands !” said the detective. Meredith 
refused to obey this command, and stood 
silent and motionless before his accuser, 
with his face covered. 
“ That’s the man that shot me, I’m sure,” 
said Daly. Daly was then taken to the 
ante-chamber on the other side of the 
Court-room, where the same scene was re­ 
peated with Herrmann. Daly, after closely 
scanning the prisoner, said: “ He is just 
the build of the man that was with the 
other fellow.” 
THE PRISONERS STUBBORN. 
At length tbe complaint and affidavit had 
been prepared and presented, and the two 
men and two women were called up on 
the little platform so they could face Judge 
Gorman. Daly stood near them and within 
one arm’s length of tbe man who came so 
near being his murderer. The prisoners 
were then called upon to answer. Herr­ 
mann said : “ I decline to answer any- ques­ 
tions until after 1 have seen and talked with 
Inspector Byrnes.” 
Meredith, as cool as ever, when addressed 
said: ‘ I refuse to answer any question.” 
E'la Hammond said she was 30 years 
old, did plain sewing for a living, and’ was 
not guilty of the charge. 
Adelaide Slanton looked her interrogator 
squarely in the face while telling him that 
she was 25 years old and an actress by pro­ 
fession. The Justice disposed of the four 
prisoners as stated. 
Adelaide Stanton’s real name is Edge­ 
combe. Her father is Leroy Edgecombe, a 
resident of Waverly, Tioga county, in this 
State. 
H e r r m a n n ’s c o n f e s s io n . 
Herrmann, in his confession to Inspector 
Byrnes, says he is a hotel butcher. He 
met the Hammond woman about two 
years ago on Sixth avenue, and they had 
at different times lived together since as 
man and wife. He met Meredith, the chief 
conspirator, a couple of weeks before the 
election, and he introduced him to Addie 
Stanton, and the outcome of the matter was 
that about November 28th Meredith told 
Herrmann he had fixed it all with Addie 
Stanton for a big strike, and would 
give Herrmann $15,000 to take a hand. The 
scheme was to write letters to men of 
wealth and prominence, to entice them 
into a flat. The first one who fell in and 
was any good—if he had any money or 
reputa'ion to lose—was to be chloroformed 
and robbed. They calculated to get about 
$30,000 from Daly by threats and black­ 
mail. Herrmann was assigned the task of 
tying and torturing the prisoner. 
Da'y, one of the chosen victims, came 
once and the chance was allowed to pass. 
Meridith reproached Herrmann for the 
slip. The Hammond woman, who was a 
sort of silent partner in the scheme, was 
ont of the flat when Daly passed through 
the ordeal. She did not wish to be present 
at the time. The two men played cards in 
the kitchen while the Stanton woman 
watched for the gambler. What followed 
has already been told.
